To All Executive Departments and Agencies* 

By direction of the President, I am transmitting 
herewith a copy of the Sample Regulations prepared in this 
Department for your guidance in establishing your Employee 
Security Program. These regulations are based on Executive 
Order No. 1OU50, dated April 27, 1953, and on the Act of 
August 26, 1950, 6JU Stat. U?6. As you know, the Attorney 
General has been requested to render to the heads of depart- 
-sents and agencies such advice as they may need and as nay 
be appropriate in the establishment and maintenance of their 
Employee Security Programs. Should there arise any questions 
n connection with the promulgation of regulations for your 
department or agency, please telephone Mr. Harold F. Reis, 
REpublic 7-3200, Extension 48.

To the head# of all departments and agencies: 

I have today issued an Executive order entitled "Security 
Requirements for Government Employment". This order establishes 
a security program for the executive branch of the Government and 
revokes Executive Order No. 9^35 of March 21, 1947 > under vhich 
the loyalty program has operated. The order extends the applica- 
tion of the provisions of the security act of August 26, 1950, 64 
Stat. 476, to all the departments and agencies of the Federal 
government to vhich it has not heretofore been applicable . 

With the issuance of this order, I have requested the Civil 
Service Commission to establish and effectuate a procedure where- 
by eacn department and agency of the Government will be furnished 
competent and disinterested Government employees from outside the 
department or agency concerned to sit as members of security hear- 
ing boards. Such boards, which would be composed of not less than 
three persons, would, in accordance with the act of August 2b, 1950> 
be estaolished by the head of the department or agency concerned and 
would act in an advisory capacity in making their findings and recom- 
mendations to the head of such department or agency. 

I request the head of each department and agency to designate, 
as requested bv the Civil Service Commission, persons possessing 
the highest degree of integrity, ability, and good Judgment to be 
available for service as memDers of security hearing boards of other 
departments ana agencies.
